 Smm—At the present time there are circumstances known to your readers 
- which seem to suggest an observation or two upon the relation now existing | 
- between the Jewish community and the large body of our fellow-countrymen 


who profess the Christian religion. Quite recently a well known Oxford pro- 


fessor has made an uncompromising attack upon the Bible. Whilst the assault — 


upon the Jews first strikes our corefigionists, it ought to be borne in mind that 
our Christian friends are no less outraged in their most sacred sentiments than 
ourselves. Twelve months ago a primate of the Church of Rome remarked to 
me that “the Old Testamént and the New are like two stones of one house.” 
Last week in a correspondence with au eminent divine of the Established Church 


adverting to Mr. Smith’s article in the “ Nineteenth Century ” I repeated those — 


words of the mutual acquaintance. In acknowledgment of that letter ho writes : 


“ Further, the New Testament can only be understood in the light and drift of . 


the Old.” On!y the seal of confidence provents me supplying you with the most 
complete evidence of the unanimity among every section. of Christians and 
Liberals and Conservatives with the Jews in our “ righteous indignation ” at 
the unprovoked onslaught so fresh in the public mind. The old proverb, ‘* out 


ot evil comes good” ocenrs to me in the presence of such language as I now 


quote trom anu Oxford Professor of eminence not less than that of Professor 
Smith, “ With gocdwill and (I trust) in common faith I am yours.” Every- 
thing, however ead in itself, which tends to cement sympathy and union 
among men of different views or creelg is an inestimable good. After all, 


sympathy and union are the Jogical results of the faith which both 
Jews aud Christians professin “Our Father who art in Heaven.” Human 


brotherhood is the most civi!ized, aud therefore the most religious sentiment to 
which any system can aspire. Cormmon sense, as well as the Bible and the 
Talmud, point to it asthe aim and end of all religious teaching. 

Ia the presence of these views, it is to bo deprecated that any sentiments 
hostile to them should be expressed by a single Jew. I do my brethren the 
juatice to say that if such unrighteous expressions do go forth, they do so at the 
will of the single individual wh» writes them. I maintain that it is incombent 
upon Israelites who revere the spirit of their religion more than its letter, to 
suffer no single instance of this kind of heresy to go to the world without their 
distinct repudiation. |

GENERAL IGNATIEFF’S CIRCULAR. = 


— 


We ate enabled to publish ‘a translation of the Circular dated August 25th, 3 


| issued by General Ignatieff onthe meeting of the Commissions on the Petition 
of the Jews, This translation fully confirms our first impressions of the Circular 


and exhibits the animus towards the Jews in which it was conceived, The 


; present translation in full differs considerably from the summary which we - 
have already given, and which was telegraphed from St. Petersburg (through - 


the usual office) to the European vress: 


Some time ago (says the Circular), the Government gave its attention to the _ 


. Jews (of whom there are very many in Russia), and to their relations to the rest of. 


the people in the Empire, with the view of ascertaining the sad condition of the | 

Christian inhabitants brought about by the conduct of the Jews in business matters, 

The last twenty years, the Government has tried in many and various ways to 


pring the Jews nearer to its other inhabitant-, and has almost given them equal 


rights with them (the Christians), The movements, however, against the’ Jews 
which began last spring in Southern Russia, and extended to Central Russia. prove, 
incontestably, that all its endeavours have been of no avail, and ill-feeling prevails 
now. as much as ever, between the Jewish and Christian inhabitants of those 
parts. Now, the proceedings at the trial of those charged with rioting, and other 
evidence, bear witness to the fact that the main cause of those movements and riots 


- —to which the Russians a8 a nation are strangers—was but a commercial one, and ig 


as follows : | 

During the last twenty years the Jews. have possessed themselves of not only 
every trade and business in all its branches, but also a great pxrt of the land by 
With few exceptions they have, as a body, set their minds 
upon notenriching or benefiting the country, but defrauding by their wiles its 
inhabitants, and particularly its poorer inhabitants. This their conduct has 
called forth opposition on the part of the people as manifested in their acts of 
violence and robbery. The Government while on the one hand doing its best to put 
down the disturbances and to deliver the Jews from oppression and slaughter, have 
also, on the other hand,thought it a matter of urgency and justice to adopt strin- 
gent measures in order to put an end to Oppression practised by the Jev's on the 
inhabitants, and to free the country from their (the Jews }-bad deedz, which were, as 
is known, the cause of the agitation, —— 

With this view it has appointed Commissions ‘in all the towns inhabited by 
Jews) whose duty it is to inquire into the following matters :— 

I. What are the trades of the Jews which are injurious to the inhabitants of the 
place ? | 

If, What makes it impracticable to put into force the former laws limiting the 
rights of the Jews in the matter of buying and farming land, the trade in intoxi- 
cants, and (interest) usury 

Ill. How can those laws be altered so that they (the Jews) shall no longer be 
enabled to evade them, or, what new laws are required to stop their pernicious con- 
duct in business? 3 

IV. Give (besides the answers to the foregoiug questions) the following addi- 
ticnal information : 

(7) On the ushry practised by the Jows in their dealings with Christians, in 
cities, towns, and villages, | 
(4) The number of public-houses kept by Jews in their own name, or in that 
of a Christian,

The following is the substance of a Report made by Mr. B. L. Benas— 
(President of the Liverpool Branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association) to the 
Conference on Sunday last between the Board of Deputies and the Council of | 
the Anglo-Jewish Association. The Report embodies the experience gained by 


Mr. Benas of the Jewish emigrants from Russia who have passed through Liver- 
pool on their way to the United States: oo | 


The firat party. consisted of about 80 souls, the second about 220, the third 
that left to-day, about 250. Thne I have been brought closely in contact with 
more than 50) of the actual refugees from South Russia, and as every one of 
them epoke German fairly well, and many of them perfectly vorrect, without 


even a trace of the Jewish jargon, I was enabled to cross-examine those that I 
thought fit, without the aid of an interpreter. Ihave taken the evidence of a 


few of the most intelligent, which I shall give you further on, and have retained 
the names and addresses of those that furnished me with information for identi- 
fication if necessary. The first batch were mostly bachelors, and, except that 
they were sturdy and well built men, did not favourably impress me, being 


— rather rough, and not by any means easy to manage ; they scemed to suspect that 


if they volantcered information it might be for some ulterior purpose inimical to 
them. The second batch were of a much superior class, men who seemed well- 
informed in political matters, some of whom talked of the local government of 
the towns and cities of Russia, and spoke of the desirability of a Constitution, 
and I was surprived to find how well they conld quote what was going on in 
France, Austria, and even in this country, Thoy were chiefly married men, 

The third batch that left. this day (2nd of November, per the 
“Tlelvetia’’), were of even a still higher standard of education, and 
a jarge majority had in their possession Russo-English dictionaries and 
were employing their Jeisure time in ttudying English words, and they 
intend doing this on board so as to fit themselvcs somewhat for their incipient 
action iv America, T must impress npon you the vast difference between the real 
Russian Jew of Kicff, Odessa, and Elizabethgrad and the Polish Jew, with whom 
we are bronclit in contact at.onr local Boards of Guardians. They are as 
utterly distinet as a Datch and a German Jew, even moreso. The Polish Jew 
always gives one the impression of a down trodden, distinct race, with mannerisms 
and peculiarities entirely his own, Not so, however, with the Russian Jew ; 
he stands erect, has no mannerisms at all, dresves entirely in a European manner, 
and lias few Oriental traits of physiognomy. The majority have light hair, blue 


-eyes,and are really good-looking men; their wives, however, betray Oriental 


types. It. has bern remarked by many intelligent Christians in this city that 


both the males and temales evinee BROTINE of the finest types of beauty ; S0mMe of 
them, the Jattr especially, were fit models for artiste, and such as we rarely see 
in Western Kurope in the ordinary classes. Amongst the five hundred that I 
have interviewed there was not a single money-lender. They consisted of the 
following trader: Blacksmiths, bricklayers, masons, joiners, saddlers, tinkers, 
locksmiths, plumbers, painters, shoemakers, tailors, and agricultural labourers ; 
aboni 20 per cent. were petty traders aed 10 per cent. broken-down shopkeepers 
and merchants who bad lost their all. I neticed none of the mendicant style 
that we are apt to tind among the Polish Jews, I tnay mention, as an illustration,

Israclite have answered to this question “ by emigration” ; and they have 
already. despatched considerably more than 500 Russian Jews to America. 
Baron Hirsow has placed, with rare benevolence and generosity, £40,000 
(a million francs) in their hands; and the Alliance has been in due course 
expending this in forwarding the refugees from Russia to America. But a 


mere glance at the figures is enough to show the hopelessness of a complete 


expatriation of the Russian Jews. liven if the Russian Government were 


willing to Jose its most industrious and frugal subjects, agriculturalists, han- 
dicraftsmen, traders, the export of 500 or 1,000 a year would make no im- 


pression on the mass. The places of the emigrants would be filled up by 


the natural increase of the population, and Russia would still remain the 
home of many milions of Jews, amounting, it is computed, to half the Jewish 
race, Some however consider, that by removing even a small number of 
Jews we should awaken the Russian Government to a sense of the worth of 
the subjects whom they had lost, and that they would make henceforward 
more energetic efforts to retain their compeers, Emigration has in this view 
a twofold effect. It removes some few fortunate families from the slaughter- 
house, It alleviates the lot of those who are left by enhancing their value in 
the Government’s estimation. It is obvious that the Russian Government 
is the most powerful factor in the question, If wisdom could be but taught 
to this bureaucracy, the Jews would be saved. 

For the question whether her Jewish population is valuable to 
Russia may be answered in the affirmative with. the utmost boldness, 
- We are not among those who think the trade of money-lending useless to 
any country. On the contrary, it is an indispensable accompaniment of 


material progress and of the division of labour that the person who has 


already accumulated the means of production should be induced to place his 
capital at the disposal, on fair conditions, of another person, whose activity is 


thus rendered fruitful in its turn, But the utility of hand-workers is even — 


more obvious and indisputable ; and it clearly appears, not only from Mr. 


-Buwas’s admirable report which we publish this week and from the graphic — 
narrative which Mr: Hesmans Maanus gave to last week’s meeting, but also.

EDUCATION STATISTICS FOR 1880. 
The following statistics, which have partly been extracted from the Blue 
300k just published and partly collated, exhibit in astriking manner the excep- 
tional success which is maintained by the Jews’ Free School, the largest elementary 
school in England under Government Inspection ; it has accommodation for 


2,700 pupils and the average attendance is 2,293:

Schools in England and Wales, 70°52 per cent.; Board Schools in England and Wales, 
70 84 per cent.; Jews’ Free School, {02 per cent. The proportionate number exam- 
ined above the 4th Standard out of all presented was: Voluntary Schools, 25°53 per 
cent.; Board Schools, 22°20. per cent.; Jews’ Free School, 33.3 per cent. ‘The propor. 
tion examined below the 4th Standard which should have been above the 4th Standard 
according to age: Voluntary Schools, 5230 per cent.; Board Schools, 52°30 per cent.;

THE JEWS CEMETERY AT THE LIDO, NEAR VENICE. 

A remarkable contrast to ths attitude assumed last month by Professor 
Goldwin Sinith towards modern Jewish history is afforded by a short poem con- 
tributed to the current number of the Cornhill Magazine wader the well known 
jnitialy of Jotim Addington Symonds. The’ verses are entitled “the Jews’ 
Cemetery ” and are well worthy of attention on literary grounds. Their author — 
possesses a highly cultured taste aud a command of language and rhythm that 
give au adwirable fini-h and reinement to both his poetry and his prose. Bat it 
is for other reasons than thise that we refer to the poem heie. The tone of 
thonght and the ideas it is intended to convey will chiefly interest Jewish 
readers. ‘Lhe writer has been visiting a disused. burying-plac> of the 
Jews, situated in the Lido, one of the smali islands lying in the lagoon district of 
Venice. His mind has not unnaturally turned to the fortunes of the race by 
whose gravestones the spot is paved, and it is the septiments excited under auch 
circumstances that find a record inthe poem. Awe at the tragic patience and 
heroism of the persecuted people, revereuce for its unswerving faith and for the 
intensity, if we may so teria ii, of its historic sense, pity at its manifold 
safferings, a'e the emotions by which the poet is stirred. No thought of the 
sordid vice which Prof. Smith has sought to prove to be the leading feature of 
the Jewish character, enters into Mr. Symonds’s conception of the essential charac-. 
teristics of the men who have made modern Jewish history. i: 

How radical is the difference between the views of the two writers it is not 
necessary for us to poiut out bere, but it may be useful to consider on which of 
the two opinions an impartial critic would be likely to place the greater reliance. 
For Mr. Symonds, it should be remembered, writes not merely as a_ poet, 
but as astudent deeply versed in modern [talian history im which the Jews have 
played no insignificant part. Lis estimate cinnot, therefore, be hastily cast aside 
as the dream ot-an idlesinger. The mode by which he has arrived at his conclu- 
sion, is doubtless the very epposite to that which Professor Smith has followed. 
Mr. Smith has taken a single set of phenomena. belonging to modern 

Jewish history—the morietary and commercial dealings of the Jews—and has — 
attempted to draw from his imperfect investigations isto one branch of his 
subject conclusions affecting the whole. He has failed to recognize the chief 
axiom of all historical study that to arrive ata just estimate of a people's,

After labouring here for upwards of a twelvemoth to secure its immediate realization, 
Mr. Laurence Oliphant at least succeeded in giving valuable evidence of its feasibility 
in * The Land of Gilead.’ Nor has the seed which he has sown fallen ‘on barren 
ground. The precise reasons of his failure it might be difficult to determine. The 
Ottoman Government, which has always shown marked favour towards the Jaws, 
and which often gave them liberal hospitality when they were outcasts from the 

rest of Europe, never refused to approve his scheme in principle. But. it is possible 
that it entertained towards it some vague and unconquerable suspicion as coming 
from a man who was avowedly connected by no ties or religion with the community 
on whose behalf he pleaded, In the East, where charity is always bounded by the 
narrow limits of a common faith or a common nationality, there must always be 
considerable difllculty in- understanding and appreciating motives of abstract philan- 
thropy.

is especially gratifying to learn that the Crown Prince in this respect is worthily — 
following in the footsteps of bis illustrious father, and when we consider that 


the Crown Prince of Germany loses no opportunity of showing, by word of 
mouth and in writing, his noble and friendly sentiments towards the Jews, we 
may with confidence and tranquillity look in the face the future of the Jewish 
On several previous occasions publicity has been given to friendly utterances 
of the Crown Prince Rudolf with regard to the Jews, but hitherto we have not 
been aware of the existence of any authentic, written statement of his Imperial 
Highness on this subject. Our surprise was, therefore all the greater and the 
more pleasant when we found that the account written by the Crown Prince of. 
his travels in the East, and which has been published in his own name within 
the last few days, contains several favourable references to Jews and Jadaism, 
It is well known that like his father, the Emperor Francis Joseph, the Crown 
Prince before his marriage undertook an Oriental journey, during the course of 
which he especially visited Egypt and Palestine—a visit most befitting for his 
future Apostolical Majesty. In the book on his travels, of which only a limited 
number of copies have been printed for circulation among his friends and the 
companions of his journcy, his Imperial Highness describes in the following 
noteworthy terms the impressions which were created in his mind when he for 
the first time set foot in the Holy Land : | 
“The first step on the soil of the Promised Land vividly awakens, in the towns, 
reminiscences of the mighty power of the Jewish kingdom, of the wise King Solomon, 
and of the days when Jesus with his Apostles preached from the stone steps of the 
principal places ; whilst in the country, we are reminded of the pictures which met 
our gaze in the years of our childhood during the study of Holy Writ, of Abra- 
ham the Patriarch, the Nomad King, rich in herds and horses, in handsome tents and 
voluptuous wives, the thoughtful, judicious and learned venerable man, the philoso- 
pher and sage in mystic adages yet full of worldly wisdom. the founder of a noble 
race—such a man could only have lived in the East, and only in these regions. 
Times have changed since then, and the different forms of religion with them; but 
of the many religions—in their essence alike, in their leading ideas alinost the same, 
but dissimilar only in ritual observances—which existed in the East in ancient times. 
only one has retained its original purity ; ‘this one is the Hebrew faith, the religion 
of Jehovah and of his-prophet Moses. Yet although the people, the chosen people of 
the Jews, has lost its home and its political power, the Jew is everlasting and immor- 
tal, and dispersed as he is over every country in the world, he retains, unadulterated, 


his physical type and his religion,’ Uneonsciously he avenges himself through his 


existence ; consciously, he exercises a. firm and steady power, which he has acquired 
through the keen faculties of the Oriental. The West derrived him of all his belong- , 
ings, and scattered him over the face of the earth ; but to blot out his existence it had 
not the power, and so the old and niuch persecuted people still lives on, with a ri ght- 
eous claim on the undeniable justice of History.. From the religion, so: rich in 
wisdom, of the Hebrews, there sprang Christianity ;. only such a land as Palestine, 
only the Orient, could produce the teachings of Christ, in many respects new. but in 
origin and conception merely the continuation of the old religion of the fatherland. 
In the Christianity of the present day, though transplanted as it is to the West. its 
fundamental ideas and birthplaces still belong to the East... .. No, the Abraham 
of old is not extinct, the industrious and gain-loving ancient Hebrew still lives. | .

frequently produces fatal results, the specific maladies of animals which may 
be deemed directly transmissible to man are the foot-and-mouth, anthracoid, 
erysipelatous and tuberculous varieties ; that the qnestion of the communica- 


bility of cattle plague and swins typhoid is so far undetermined, and that the 


evidence a3 to pleuro-pneumonia, though mucli’ stronger, does not ax yet admit 


of absolute demonstration. Further that there can be no doubt whatsoever that 


all such meat is utterly unfit for human food, being deprived of most of its 
nutritive qualities even if it ba incapable of communicating its specific disease ; 
and lastly, that the care bestowed upon the examination of meat for the Jewish 
community is an important factor in the longevity of the race, aud in the com. 
parative tmmunity it enjoys from scrofulous and tuberculous maladies. 
All such snbjects have to pass through three stages before they are ripe for 
legislative consideration ; they are first thought out and experimentally proved 
in the laboratory of the physiologist, they are next brought under the notice of 
the scientific world ia professional papers, and at meetings of the learned 
societies, and they are lastly popularised by articles in the daily and weekly 
n3wspapers directing the attention of the general public to their practical impor- 
tance. ‘This final stage is, sooner or later, the inevitable precursor of legislation, 
aud it is that which has been reached by the ma'ter under consideration within 
the last few weeks. Most of tha journals have contributed to its elacidation,. 
and the Times in a leading article of the 8th of October, emphasises the obliga- 


tions which our increase of knowledge of the subject imposes on the community, 
as indicating. that many of the epidemic discases of maukind owe their origin to 


the ingestion of the flesh of cattle taken as food, The only effectual method 
of prevention recommended by competent authorities, such tor instavce as Mr. 
Fieming, the Army Veterinary Laspector, is the establisiiment of public abattoirs 
throughout the country, the inspection of all carcases about to be issaed from

The International Medical Congress, held in London during the past summer,

extreme minuteness, and which are all described by microscopists as bacilli or 


_ bacteria, These organisms have long been known to exist, but the knowledge 


of their significance is a completely modern acquisition ; and it is now fully 


recognised that each of the diseases in question is caused by its own specific. 
bacterium, which is capable of introducing its own special malady, and no other, — 
It was, until lately, supposed that these minute organisms were mere accom. 


paniments of the diseased conditions in which they are found to exist; it has 


now, however, been found that they are their actual and soleecauses ; that they — 
aré trausmissible with the greatest facility from cattle to human beings and 


vice versa ; that their introduction into the bodies either of men or of the lower 


animals gives rise to these diseased conditions in their most acute and. fatal 
forms, and that such introdaction may be effected not ouly by inoculation, but

power of resisting the smallpox. And by this method of inoculation already - 


largely carried out in practice by Pasteur, he has succeeded in stamping out not 
ouly the disease of silk worme, which threatened to extinguish one of the most 


_ important of French industries, but also the fowl cholera which decimated its — 
 pouliry-yaros, aod be has saved many thousands of cattle from tie ravages of

The foot and mouth disease, of which the ravages in this country have been | 
the principal cause of the restrictions placed upon the importation of foreign — 
cattle, is now considered as undoubtedly communicable to human beings. . This 
was suspected even in the earliest recorded outbreaks, and the evidence which 
has accumulated on the subject during the fifty years that the malady has been — 

known to exist, leaves no room for further doubt. Mr. Gamgee, oue of our best 
- authorities, says that though there have been many contradictory statements on — 


the matter, yet the symptoms repeatedly noticed in man are unmistakeable ; and 


| this opinion is confirmed by Mr. Vacher, the Medical Officer of Health for 


Birkenhead, who states that if imperfectly cooked meat from an animal affected 


with this malady be eaten, the consumer is undoubtedly placed within reach of | 
specific infection. So intense is the contagion from foot and mouth disease, that 


the soil of fields, in which animals dying of it have been buried, remains perma- 
nently infected, and may becomes at any moment'the source of new outbreaks 
to cattle feeding on it ; thas leajing to the conclusion, singularly confirmatory 
of some points in the Mosaic legislation, that cremation, and not interment, 
should be resorted to for the disposal of the bodies. | 

But aa stated in my earlier paper on the subject, “the chief interest in this 


enquiry centres in the communicability of the tuberculous maladies, because not 


only is this class the most destructive of all to which mankind ie liable (being 
accountable for at least one fifth of the entire mortality of this country), but 
also because, though it was long a matter of doubt whether the disease, as it 
exists in cattle, is identical with that of man, this question has now been solved 
in the affirmative, and the evidence of its communicability is rapidly gaining 
strength.” Since these words were penned, numerous experiments have con- 
firmed this evidence, and it is now rapidly approaching certainty that tubercu- 
losis can be conveyed from one body to another, not only by the ordinary means 
of contagion, but through the medium of food. In the address of Dr. Cameron 
alieady referred to, he remarks that consumption and the whole class of tuber- 
cular diseases to which it belongs have been proved to be eminently infectious ; 
and have been transferred froin man to the lower animals, and from one animal 


to another. For some time past M. Toussaint has been engaged in investigating 
| the subject, and he tells us that a large proportion of the cattle sent to the 


slaughter-houses in France suffer from the malady, and that the presence of 
tubercle in the lungs is not considered to render them unfit for human food ; 
and Dr. Cameron says the position of affairs inthis country is the same in both 
these respects. M. Toussaint was able to produce tubercular disease in swine 
by feeding them with flesh similarly affected ; atid within the last few weeks he 
bas succeeded in isolating and cultivating the microscopic orgs nism which gives 
rise to tuberculosis, and in reproducing tuberculosis with it in other animals, 
And he has further discovered the all-important fact in connection with this 
organism, that it can standa high degree of heat without perishing, so that he 


has inoculated the malady in cattle, from juice ‘expressed from the steak of a 


tubercalar ox, cooked so as to be slightly underdoae. This is perhaps the most 
weighty practical result as yet attained in the course of these investigations, as 


it proves the fallacy of trasting to the effect of cocking, in destroying the inju-— 


rious character of meat destined for food. 
In a valuable contribution to the literature of the subject, in the Nineteenth 
Century for October, 1881, Dr. Carpenter confirms the opinion that tubercular 


diseases can beindaced through the alimentary canal; and Dr. Creighton pub- 


lished afew months ago an elaborate essay on “Bovine Tuberculosis in Man,” 
treating of what the British Medical Journal, in reviewing the work, calle “a 


question of the utmost practical importance, and one which urgently calls for:

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3 attending the perforation of the membranes which cover the vital organe, from \ 


the pernicious effects of the atmosphere thereby admitted in contact with them. 
In the treatise Jebauoth, mention is made of the aggravation of local affections 


_ by the admission of air to the affected parts; and in Baba Kama stress is laid 
on the necessity of remaining within the honse, with closed windows, if there 


be an epidemic in the town, to keep ont of reach of the iofected atmosphere. 


And what is still moze remarkable, they fully recognised the distinction which | 
exists between the flesh of cattle rendered impnre (trifa) by specific diseace, | 
and its deterioration from accidental causes ; thus in the Mishna, in Holin, it is 
_ specially ruled that if an animal has swallowed a poison (which is also a poison 


to mau) or if it has been bitten by a venomeus snake, its flesh is forbidden, not 
becanee it is thereby rendered trifa (or impare in accordance with ecclesiastical 
regulations), but because it bas become-a dangerous nutriment. 
In taking leave of the snbject, I cannot omit giving expression to 
the feeling of regret entertained by every member of the Medical Pro- 
feseion in Great Britain, that the recent restrictive legislation on experiments 
on animals has practically put a stop in this country to the progress of 
these investigations, and that it must ia future be left to the pbysiolo- 
gista of other nations to carry them out to their ulterior results. At the 
outset of the enquiry, the names of Lister, Greenfield, Sanderson, Duguid, and 
many others held a front rank; but the difficulties placed in their way have 
now become so great, that Professor Lister has been lately compelled to carry 
out experiments of great importance in Toulonse, and Dr. Greenfield has publicly 
declared that he finds it henceforth impossible to pursue his researches here. At 
the painless sacrifice of a few animals, Lister has already saved many human 
lives, and Pasteur thonsands of the flecks and herds of France; and they have 
opened ont a vista for the absolute eradication of many of the most deadly 
maladies to which human beings and cattle ara liable. Yet such experiments 
cannot be performed by the tew men. competent to undertake them in this 
country, without being submitted to the approval of a lay anthority, utterly 
unqualified even tu form an opinion as to their importance, or their bearing npon 
elucidation of the numerous problems wiich yet imperiously demand eolu- 
tion. It is to be hoped that the discoveries of the last few moaths may compel 
Parliament to rescind this mischievous Jerislation, and to give the same freedom 
to the physiologists of Great Britain as is enjoyed by their confreres in every 
other civilized country.

Of. those who did emigrate, the statements of their 
number fluctuate between 170,000 and 400,000. The greater portion perished | 
by the plague, hunger, or shipwreck. The descendants of the snrvivors, the 
Sephardim, met with reception in Italy and in the Hast unter Tarkish rolem. 
for a brief period also in Portugal. Spain, however, was filled with mongrel 
races, and the contrast between pure and impute blood, old and new Chris- 
tians, envenomed the whole social life. | 

Worse even than in Spain the Jews fared in Portugal. Their situation 
had here, for a longtime been better than in the rest of the Peninsula, the 
murderous assault of 1591 had not reachel them: they enjoyed some 
privileges, possesse 1 landed property and carried on agricuitare and whole- 
sale trate, But lo! under Manuel, in 1495,.a king otherwise extolled ag 
mild and philanthropic, an annihilating blow was dealt them; their cl ren 
ander 14 years of age were snatched from *them and baptized, they them- 
selves were only allowed to remain if they became proselytes. Thus this 
kingdom too was filled with sham converts and compulsorily baptized 
individuals, The consequences. wére dreadful, Already. in 1500, a neo- 
Christian having expressed « donbt of an alleged miracle, there were slain at 
Lisbon in three days, two thousand newly converted Jews. Soon afier, the 
Inquisition was introdaced as the approved means of transferring into the - 
exchequer the property of the neo-Christians, .Comparatively en jurable was 
the existence of the Jews in the larger Italian commercial towns, where the 
money trade being already in the hands of Christian bankers, they engaged 
more in commercial operations. There no rising of the mob against-them or 
massacres occurred, 


All these things will be more easily comprelien led if we take note that 
norign of compassion, not a word of indigaation is to be met with in the 
historians of the time who report the outrages committed. Many of the 
elerical chron‘c'ers even manifest their p'easure in them ; thus ».7.,the monk 
of Waverly relates ina triumphant tone the slaughter in London at. the 
coronation of Richard I., which had taken place without any cause. being 
givin for it by the Jews, and concluiles by exclaiming : ‘ Blessed be the 
Lord who hath delivered -up the wicked.”- (Annales Monast, p, 216.) 
Nevertheless, they do not fail to mention on the occasion that covetousness 
was a principle cause of these atrocities, that the noblemen and citizens 
who were in debt, had incited them so as to rid themseives at ‘one fell 
swoop” of their creditors, Tor, infact, money was then both the guartian- 
anyel and destroyer of the Jews ; the unfortunate ones had to press their 
debtors, always. in expectation of being, in the next moment, themselves 
under pressure.

ceased to belong to it after a ten years membership ; 2, possessors of the title 
‘‘ HWonourable (or Notable) Citize n,’ who have resided and carried on business af 
Kieff for a not shorter period than ten years ; 3, the clerks and shopmen to mer- 
chants who have been five years members of the First Guild, in the: prosortion of 
ove clerk or shopman to each employer ; +, servant sof merchants of the First G aild 
(who can count five years’ mei nbershi p) in the propoition of four porsons of both 
sexes to each merchant's family ; 5, tradesmen a: icir-workp: ople ; man liable to 
serve in the regular army who have not yet been called out; 7, persons who 
have creditably passed through any of the higher. educational estabHshments, 
whether they devote themselves to commerce or any mechanical branch, or 
whether they fill any Government or civic appointment: lastly will be 
permitted to reside in any part of the city chemirts and their assistants, 
midwives, ° architects . aud engineers, students at the University, and 
aiso the clerks and shopmen mentioued in paragraph 3, But these last named 
will be expected to live as near as possible to the praying-houses they belong to, 
Merchants who have not been members of the First Guild five years, clerks and shop- 
men (except those referred to in paragraph. 3), agents and represe ntatives of Jewish 
merchants in other towns, gravediggers Cxie’, art d undertakers’ men will be permit ted 
to reside only in two (police) districts *__those of Libedsky and Plossky. All Jews 
residing at Kieff will be allowed to have domiciled with thei their wives, children, 
parents, and youthful brothers and tisters, but not more distant relatives, But no 
Jewish family will be allowed domicile in which the wife follows any business, A 
Jew who fails to follow his indisidual calling, or who has cnly passed through a 
second class school, and does not possess speci al knowledge of some kind, will not be 
allowed to reside in Kieff. Merchants who cannot prove a five years’ membershin 
of the First Guild must reside in the ine d-ky and es ssky (police) dis stricta, and w ill 
be made to remove to them should they be found residing in any other part of Kielf ; 
and merchants of the Second Guild so offending will “ altogether expelled from the 
city.
